Hip Joint Disease Requires Immediate Treit- 
ment if a Cure Is to Be Gained

HAVE talked abcut tuberculosis of the hip and stated 
that in the early stages splints with extension by the use 
of weights would relieve the pain, overcome the deformity or

im the last week I have talked with a manjwhom I saw thirty 


rears ago with the beginning of 
xuipy Joint disease. I put him to bed 
with splints and a weight. tet in 
a. week or ten days his mother took 
them’ off, saying she felt so sorry 
for him. I told 
her she was 
feeling sorry 
for herself. and 
not the boy. 
The boy has 
not felt sorry 
for his mother 
since then. His 
leg is drawn up 
and stiff at 
the knee and 
hip. He is com- 
pelled to use a 
crutch and a 
large iron sole 
for his shoe, 
and is a seri- 
ous cripple. About the same time. 
another boy in the same neighbor- 
hood, and a playmate of the first 
boy, became afflicted the same 
way. His mother did not feel sorry 
for herself—she co-operated with 
the doctor. This boy walks with 
» only a slight limp. and he tells me 
that he plays ball, swims, skates, 
and does as other boys and has no 
trouble.

a Boys Are Patient 


It. is remarkable how patient 
these children are when you put 
them to bed. They soon realize 
that their pain is relieved, and 
they do not want to be crippled. 

Another joint that is frequently 
affected is the knee. The symptoms 
are of aching and tiredness. par- 
ticularly at night. The sleep is dis- 
turbed. ‘Night cries’ and “night 
terrors” are common. The knee be- 
comes swollen and often white, 
and is frequently referred to as 
“white swelling.” Pressure over the 
joint causes pain. 

Absolute quiet, plenty of fresh 
air, sunshine, good food, and gen- 
eral tonics will allow most of them 
to recover with only a little stiff- 
ness, but if allowed to continue, 
pain, contraction of the muscles, 
stiffness, and deformity will] result. 

The ankle. wrists, and elbows are 
sometimes the seat of the disease 
and require the same treatment. 
Perhaps the most common tuber- 
cular disease of bones is that of 
the spine or backbone, commonly 
called Potts’ disease. This is not so 
much a disease of the joint as it is 
of the bone itself—usually of the 
soft, spongy part of the bone in 
front. It may follow an injury or 
some of the acute diseases, such as 
typhoid fever. 

The tubercle bacillus grows in 
the soft spongy bone and destroys 
At. Usually only one or two of the 
spinal vertebrae are affected at 
first. As the destruction continues, 
‘the body -weight crushes this soft 
bone and they fall together in 
front causing the back part of the 
spine to push out and make a 
hump in the back. 


Complain of Tiredness 


The first symptorms are peevish- 
ness and a complaint of being 
tired. There is backache, and the 
child will hold the back stiff. When 
he sits down he will rest his arms 
on a table or chair and support his 
back that way. To pick anything 
from the floor he will either kneel 
down or stoop by bending the 
knees, but not the back. 

If the trouble is in the upper 
part of the spine, he will hold his 
neck stiff and straight like a wry 
neck. The spines over the affected 
bones are very painful to pressure 
Soon the sgines become prominen 
and if the disease is allowed t: 
continue a large hump results 

If one side of the body of the 
vertebrae is affected more than the 
other the spine may be twisted t« 
one side as well as to the back 
Some fever is usually present, and 
weakness and emaciation are pro: 
nounced. The pain may be in th 
back, but is frequently in the ab 
domen and chest, and as a resul 
the true nature of the danger i 
not discovered till late. 

Plaster casts put on while the 
patient is suspended aid in over- 
coming the deformity and in re- 
covery from the trouble. Many 
operative procedures have been de- 
vised for recovery, but if the bone 
is destroyed it cannot be restored. 

As a result of the destruction of 
bone and tissues by the tubercles, 
abcesses frequently form. These 
are called “cold abcesses” because 
they do not contain living bacteria, 
«but axe coniposed of destroyed tis- 
sue, dead bacteria, and white cor- 
puscles that have been destroyed 
in their effort to cure the disease.

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Lou Little Is a Great 
Football Teacher

N THE realm of what is known 

as college football perhaps the 
most outstanding teacher at pres- 
ent is Lou Little, whose wizardry 
brought Columbia out of the dark 
recesses of small-time football to 
its current run of success. Before 
this season began Little held a 
school for coaches. and some of 
the best known athletic mentors 
attended because they wanted to 
learn his system. 

The answer to Lou's svstem is 
that he has none; in fact, he never 
seems to have a svstem for any- 
thing. His entrance into coaching 
ranks was fypical. He returned 
from the war to finish his educa- 
tion at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, thinking of taking up den- 
tistry. When they showed him the 
instruments with which he was to 
work he discovered they were all 
made for right-handed men. Lou. 
being left-handed. decided to go in 
for what he knew best—which was 
football. 

He first coached the Philadel- 
phia Yellow Jackets, a profession- 
al team. where he had big players 
who won by power. Then he took 
an assignment to coach at George- 
town, at Washington, D. C. His 
first look at the physically small 
squad showed him that he would 
have to change his whol plan of 
football play. This resulted in the 
formation of speed and deception. 

Percy Haughton, the famous 
one-time Harvard coach, in 1929 
was the coach at Columbia, but he 
died, and the university looked 
around for someone else to take 
the job—a job called the grave- 
yard of coaches. Lou was chosen 
and he entered cheerfully on his 
career in New York. The first sea- 
son was an improvement for Co- 
lumbia, although they did lose to 
Dartmouth by a 52 to 0 score. The 
next year, however, the Columbia 
team was avenged, 19 to 6. and 
ever since then has been consid- 
ered among the gridiron leaders. 

Little declares he changes his 
methods each fal), fitting them to 
the kind of material he gets. The 
happiest moment of his life was 
when the whistle blew ending the 
1934 Rose Bowl game, in which 
Columbia, almost laughed at on 
the coast, pulled a stunning sur- 
prise and defeated Staniord:7 to 0.

In 
any case. you will need ice water 
or a good tonic, 


Start »atting upward from the 
base of the neck to the tip of the 
chin with the back of your hand 
or with one of the patters that you 
will find at any beauty salon. drug 
store. or even the five-and-ten. 
Pat until the skin is warm and 
definitely pink. Continue the pat- 
ting along the big muscles that 
run from the tops of the shoulders 
to the tips of the ears and then 
around to the back where the

Now double your hands into 
loose fists and use the knuckles to 
literally dig into that double chin 
and any other fatty accumula- 
tions, working from the center 
outward along the jawbone to the 
ear.
